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SUPPLEMENT TO THE GAZETTE OF INDIA, FEBRUARY 17, 1951 


REMARKS 


The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 20th January, 1951, relate to 145 
towns with afi estimated population of 18,352 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 234 and their population is 
29,017 thousands. Thus 62% of the total number of towns 
representing 63% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns wore 12,507 and 6,537 representing birth and 
death rates of 35*4 and 18*5 per thousand cf population 
respectively. 

(A) S tales (Parts A and C).— The data here relate to 125 
towns with an estimated population of 15,586 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, Punjab, 
and West Bongal could not be included. The total number 
of towns is 202 and their population is 25,187 thousands. 
Thus 62% of the total number of towns representing 62% 
of the total population is covered. The numbers of births 
and deaths recorded in these towns were 11,117 and 5,763 
representing birth and death rates of 37*1 and 19*2 per 


thousand of population respectively. The table at the end 
gives the position by States. 

The towns of Cuttack and Puri in Orissa recorded high 
death rates of 65 * 7 and 52*0 per thousand of population 
respectively. In Cnttack the high death rate was mainly Qfto 
to the high number of deaths f'rcm smallpox. In Puri, the 
high death rate was not due to any on the specified causes 
but deaths from fevers were considerably high. 

( B ) States (Part B ). — The data here relate to 20 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,768 thousands. The 
total number of towns Is 32 and their population is 3,830 
thousands. Thus 03% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 72% of the total population Is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 
1,390 and 774 representing birth and death rates of 28*1 
and 14*6 per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
